With large fields winners were not easily 
found, while the result of the most important 
event of the meeting was entirely at variance 
with the calculation of the majority of specu- 
lators. The French-trained Master Albert would 
have joined the opposition for the Stand Selling 
Plate but for the fact that no certificate as to his 
age had been lodged, and consequently the horse 
could not run. In his absence M‘Leod was made 
favourite, but with bad judgment, as he was 
never formidable, and victory fell to the uncer- 
tain Prince William.  Backers were again at 
fault over the Selling Nursery, which was won 
by Scylla, who was afterwards sold to Mr. Gurry 
for130 gs. The Eglinton Nursery brought out 
sixteen runners, and in an open market Crimea, 
Madcap, and The Governor were the most 
fancied: The two first-named ran badly, and 
Screéch Owl managed to improve upon recent 
performances in this class. In the Farewell 
Handicap Mr. Perkins ran both Hollyoak and 
Beau Prince, and declared to win with the 
former ; but, as is often the case, the less fancied 
ran best in the race.

DEATH OF THE DUCHESS OF 
SUTHERLAND. 
Tue death of the Duchess of Sutherland, shortly 
before midnight last Sunday, after a very short 
and severe illness, will occasion deep and wide- 
spread regret among her numerous friends. She 
had filled a great portion in the world of English 


life. The hospitality of Stafford House, of Trent- 


ham, and of Dunrobin were proverbial. When- 
ever a great potentate arrived on our shores, it was 
one of the first duties of the great Scotch dukedom 
to entertain Sultan or Shah, Emperor or King, and 
it was always done in a fashion befitting the 
traditions of the noblest hospitality. The Duchess 
had lived in intimacy with Royalty, and 
had held high office at Court. From the Queen 
and Royal family downwards to the large and 
attached household (as the Morning Post rightly 
says) one universal sorrow will be felt at the 
demise of a lady who had so well maintained the 
many duties incumbent upon her position and 
surroundings. 

The Duchess of Sutherland (in her own right 
Countess of Cromartie) had only arrived in 
London a few days ago to bid farewell to the 
Duke of Sutherland before his departure for 
America.

OUR PORTREAIT-SKETCHES. 


That was a touching incident when Lady 
Mountmorres was sadly affected while giving 
evidence. 1 will be remembered that Lord 
Mountmorres was murdered on Sept. 25, 1880, 
near his residence, Ebor Hall, near Cong; and 


it was part of the case for the Times that this |. 


deplorable assassination and other terrible crimes 
were perpetrated at the instigation of the Land 
League; whilstit was contended on the part of 
the Home Rule members that these lamentable 
occurrences were traceable to the agrarian dis- 
turbances prevailing at the time or to personal 
causes. Miss Lizzie Curtin, from Kerry, is also 
delineated. 'Phis comely Irish girl had to endure 
the ordeal of restating the facts of her father's 
brutal murder on the night of Nov. 13, 1885, 
and of the savage persecution of the Curtin family 
since then. In cross-examination Miss Curtin had 
to admit that Mr. Shechan, M.P., and Mr John 
O'Connor, M.P., attended her father's funeral, 
and that Mr. Webb and Mr. Davitt paid special 
visits to stop the ‘‘ boycotting "" and annoyance, 
which was also condemned ру the parish priests. 
Mr. George Curtin, so far from connecting the 
National League with the outrage, said his late 
father was a V.-P. of the League, end he him- 
self, with the majority of respectable neighbours, 
had joined it. Among our Sketches will also be 
found a portrait of Mr. Maurice Leonard, Justice 
of the Peace and agent for Lord Kenmare. This 
witness attributed the troubles on the Kenmare 
estate to the Parnell agitation, but was led by 
Sir Charles Russell to admit the existence of 
distress, апа the necessity for the reduction of 
judicial rents. 

The first witness on Tuesday last was Sergeant 
John Gilhooly, who in 1879, and for some years 
after, was stationed at Castleisland. Sir Henry 
James was proceeding to take him through 
details of outrages such, and mainly the same, 
as those testified to by Inspector Huggins during 
his two days’ tenure of the witness-box last 
week, when Sir Charles Russell rose to protest 
against the. repetition of what had already 
been given at such voluminous length. Sir 
Charles entered a fresh complaint against the 
waste of time and money which, he says, the 
tactics of the Times are causing. А brief con- 
versation ensued, at the end of which the Court 
decided that the details which it was proposed 
to give were certainly relevant, but that it was 
to be hoped that there would be по mere 
repetition, or an undue accumulation of evidence 
in the same direction as that already followed. 
District Inspector William Davis subsequently 
entered the box to go through a long list 
of the now painfully and monotonously familiar 
type. Mr. Davitt rose to refresh the witness's 
memory with respect to a speech which he 
(Mr. Davitt) delivered at Castleisland on 
Feb. 21, 1886—''a long speech about outrages 
which it would be an outrage to inflict on your 
Lordships.” He read, however, voluminous 
extracts in which he denounced outrages in 
extremely vigorous terms, and having given a 
general assent to the accuracy of the report, 
Mr. Davis temporarily left the box. After lunch 
the old dispute about the production of docu- 
ments was revived by Sir C. Russell, whose 
remarks about a certain letter written by Mr. 
O' Kelly, M.P., drew from the Attorney-General 
the retort that his learned friend was trying to 
get at а document which he was not cntitled to 
sec, and also to go behind the decision of the 
Court. Sir Richard Webster, in pursuance of 
his contention that this was a mere fishing in- 
quiry, suggested that the other side wanted to get 
at the Times’ case, and he declined to ** instruct 
the obstructives.?*

MR. PARNELL’S SCOTTISH ACTION. 


Tue action by Mr, Parnell against the Times to 
recover damages for alleged slander came before the 
First Division of the Court of Session, Edinburgh, 
on Saturday, the Judges being Lord President Inglis, 
Lord Mure, Lord Shand, and Lord Adam.

Against this allow- 
auce of proof the defenders reclaimed, and Counsel 
were heard on Saturday. 

The Court unanimously sustained the interlocutory. 
On the motion of Mr. Balfour, Q.C., the plaintiff was 
awarded expenses.

ROMANCE OF LAW AND CRIME. 


Tur Court for the Consideration of Crown Cases 
Reserved had before it last Saturday the question

Surely, the State having inflicted so grievous 
a wrong upon Brannagan and Murphy, the publie 
ought to subscribe to make the remainder of their 
lives easy ! 

A SHEFFIELD HORROR. 

А shocking tragedy was enacted 12 Sheffield last 
Saturday night. А labourer named Thomas Walker 
came home early in the evening under the influence 
of liquor. His wife, who was nursing the baby, re- 
monstrated with him, when he raised the poker and 
flung it towards her. It, however, struck the baby 
near the temple. ‘The infant died, and Walker is 
in custody on the charge of manslaughter.

They seized defendant, with whom was 
another man, and as they were struggling the latter 
ran past, followed by Groombridge. He heard а gun 
go ой and saw Groombridge fall. This man had not 
then been apprehended. Edwards was remanded.
